S.aturdiu' iit'toriioou ii "Scntiiiol" 
reporter met Dr. Everts, Supfriutoud- 
eat of the Hospital for the Inaaiio, 
and from him learned tliat Kobort 
Dale Owen \v;is impvuvin^' nipidly iii 
health. Sinec his arrival at the in- 
stitution ho has j,raiui.'il lit'Lccn poiuuls, 
t,'«nerally a silm of mental recovery. 
The Doctor was not jjo.sitive in his as- 
sertions as to the clmncos I'or tho ro- 
storation of the mental faculties, ami 
only tho imprcKsion that theru 

was room for hope. Of tho lifo of iiis 
patient at the iuiititntion, tho doctor 
spoke freely. As it is well kuown, 
theie is nothing of the raving in ^Ir. 
Oweu'fl insanity. Ko was only par 
tially well when ho \inilortook too 
f^reat a task, and roason gavo way. 
He is allowed nuioh liberty, ami 
spends most of his time in talking to 
the inmates and studying their pe- 
culiar traits. Ho has lost none of his 
famous diction, and (•onsC([uently, at 
iimoH, his eloquenco brings around 
him quite a group ou his follow-in- 
mates. Ho will come to Dr. Everts 
and tell him of such and such a per- 
son, and make suggestions as to the 
treatment of that person. He does 
not confine his suggestions to persons 
only, but will speak of this aiul that 
plan of a.trauging some of the house- 
hold matters. Some of the 
BUggestious are, the doctor says, as 
practical and beneficial as could he 
advanced by any one. Others, it is 
true, are nonsensical. Somotinics they 
will follow each other in such ludi- 
crous contrast as to provoke uncoutrol- 
able laughter. He may spoak of some 
idea for a change in the laundry that 
i^rworthy of close consideration, and 
in almost tho next sentence solemnly 
declare that a spire l,7l)(J foot high 
should he placed on tlic building. He 
would write almost constantly if he 
couldlget writing materials. Occasional- 
y he is allowed to write to his daughter 
These letters are always couched in 
his choice language, and only for the 
quick changing of subjects, would be 
highly interesting. A letter, written 
a few'days since, began with the sen- 
tence, "No matter whether I am crazy 
on not," and then a paragrai)]i followed 
which spoke of ordin.ary matters. He 
writes that he is going to get "Tom 
Hendricks" to allow him to get up a 
theatrical entertainment for the benefit 
of the institution. Pocahontas (his 
hobby) is the pieee, and it 
is to be played at the I'liion S(iuaro 
Theatre, New York. He tells who ho 
will get for the diiierent characters, 
adding that tho people must be of the 
best society. He tells of the costunios 
to be worn, and esi)ecially about his 
own' costume and char.'icter of ".lohn 
Smith." I iiside of tliri'O niontlis they 
can clear i;8,UtlU. The State of indiaua 
must pay the expenses of tho hall, 
rent, etc., for rehearsals. Changing 
the subject suddenly, he sj)eaks of 
leaving the institution, and says; "Xn 
matter whether I have any inthieiice 
with the Legislature or Tom Hend- 
ricks. When a person is going to do 
anything it is not worth while making 
threats, but damned — (I moan "con- 
demned"). Directly follows a dis- 
quisition on the word "damned." He 
quotes from Pope, where tho word is 
used, and adds: "If ]'o])(.' says 
'damned,' why not I ? 'Clod d.amn- 
ed' is wicked, because (lod never 
damns. 'Damned to hell,' is non- 
sense, because thoio is no hell," and 
soon. He wants his daughter to he 
■with him, as she has always beoii his 
couipauion.

I thought, iov a moment, 
I would fling myself from the o]ien 
mndow and dash my brains out, hut 
I felt afraid to do it. I was not ])eni- 
tent. At times my Iioavt was subdu- 
ed; but my stnbb(;rn prid,:- rose in an 
instant and Ijade ma not yield. I 
thnig myself on tho bed and fell asleep. 
Just at twilight 1 heard a footstep ap- 
proach the door. It was my sister. 

What may I tell mother from youV 
sho asked. 

Nothing! I replied. 

Oh, Alfiiid? for my sake, and for all 
our salios, say that j'ou are sorry. 
.Slie longs to forgive you. 

I would not answer. I heard her 
footstei)s slowdy retreating, and I 
threw myself upon tho bed, to pass 
iuiother fearful night. 

Another footstep, slower and feebku- 
thau my sister's, disturbed me. It waa 
my mother's. Alfred, my son, shall I 
come, she asked. 

I cannot tell you what inlluenco, op. 
orating at that moment, made nic 
sj)eak adverse to my feelings. The 
gentle voice of my mother thrilleil 
through me, melting tho ico of my ob- 
durate heart, and I longed to thrijw 
mystdf upon her neck, but I did not. 
liut my words gave tho lio to my heart 
when ! said 1 ^vas not sorry I heard 
her witlidaraw. 1 Inward tier groan; 1 
longed io caliber back; but I did 
not. 

I was awakened from my luieasy 
slumbers by hearing my name called 
loudly, and my sister stood at my bed- 

(let up and come with me. ]\l(i(her 
is (lying. 1 thought: 1 was yet dream- 
ing, but I got up mechanically and 
followed uiy sister. 

On the biul, ])ale and cold as mar- 
ble, lay mother. 

Shi! had not undressed. She had 
i1m-(iwi\ herself on tho bod to rest; ris- 
ing- to go again to me, she was seized 
with a palpitation of the heart and 
was born<} senseless io lior room. 

1 cannot tell with what agony 1 
looked upon her; my renua'se was more 
bitter from tho thought that she would 
never know it. I believed myself to 
bo lior murdoror. I foil on the bod bo- 
side her. I could not weep. iMy 
he-art burned in my bosom; my brain 
was on tiro. My sister threw her arms 
arouml mo and then comnionced to 
weep in silence. Suddenly wo saw a 
slight motion of mother's hand; her 
eyes unclosed. She. bad rooovorotl 
consciousness but not speech. She 
loqked at mo and movod her lips. I 



could not understand her words 

jMother, mother! I shrinked; say 

only that you fortfive mo. 

She could not say it with lier lips, 
but her hand pressed mine. Sho 
smiled upon me, and lifting her thin, 
white hands, she clasjied my own 
within them, and cast her eyes up- 
ward. She moved her lips in pray(;r, 
ami she died. I remained knooliug 
beside that dear form, till my gentle 
sister removed me. 'The joys of youth 
had left me forever. 

l>oys who s])un a mother's control, 
who aiv ashamed to own that they are 
wrong, who think it manly to resist 
her authni-ily , or yield to her influence, 
beware ! Jjay not up for yoursel bit- 
ter memories for future years.

The Texada Steal- 

The attempt of the Pap orgau to re- 
ply to our indiotmeut of Mr. Boaven, 
is as. weak as water and asilry us dnst. 
The only, point the writer tries to 
make ia that we have misrepresented 
Mr. Beaveh with respect to the Tex- 
ada St^al. Why, this is the first time 
we ever heard the damaging facts 
brought out in the trial denied. It 
was shown by Mr. Beaven's own evi- 
dence that a favored crowd who had 
never set foot on Texada Island were 
favored in the issue of Crown grnnta 
to the exclusion of a party of capital- 
ists who had visited the Island and 
biul staked out their "claims. It is a 
posillvo fact, proved under oath, that 
claims atukod out by these capitalists who 
wouUl Lave opened the mine were taken 
from them by the Government ami givon 
to a company who only hold it for specu 
lativo puiposos. Perhaps wo Hhiill bo 
toLl that Ml-. EilmouJH, a subordinate of 
the Lanils and Works, is to blamo for 
this glaring irregularity; but as Mr. E. 
is in Mr. Beavou's employ, it is plain 
IhiU it' hirt conduct had been disapproved 
of he would liavo been discharged from 
the public service, instead of being made 
"highcookulorum" of New Westminster 
District and privileged to wear a sword 
on Assize days. Perhaps it will be as- 
serted that the Island was not taken up for 
speculative purposes.

Thin gentleman, who has boon lately 
holding forth at Portland and on tlio 
Sound , has arrived it Victoria, and for 
the past few days has been addressing 
large numbers assembled at tho Philhar- 
monic Hall.

PUBLIC MEETIISTG. 

A public meotiug oonvenod iit tlio in- 
ptnnce of the Government cnudiJiitos, 
wliioti was largely attended, was hold at 
Philharmonic Hull last evening for thn 
I)mi)Ose of hearing tho sontiineiit3 of ^ho 
various caiulidiitc's for tho Uity roiu'esoii 
tatiou iu tho Local Houso. 

Mr. A. McLean moved that Mr. Bproat 
take the Chair. Seconded by Mr. WIIbuu 
and carried unanimously. 

Mr. Rithot proposed that Mr. F. Pag- 
den act as Secretary. Carried unanimous- 
ly- 

'I'ho Olinirman uiaclo a few n'lniivli.s ox- 
])ri!ssivo of his gratilioatiou at tlio honor 
Ii;iul him. He said ho bolouced to no 
government or party, and would do liis 
best to secure a fair bearing for every 
gentleman wUo might offer remarks. 
There was ft settled feeling in this com- 
munity that thd llaiiway question must 
1)0 settled now and forever. He wished 
-'i to bo undcrstodil at Ottawa that tiii.s 
I'ouutry wa.s a unit iu favor of the con- 
blnictiou of tho Jl:iil\vay. ( CUx^-r.-i. | Long 
continued disapi)ointment-s had imuio ua 
timid and Buapioioua. Wo wore not will- 
ing that our birthright should lio bart-Ji- 
od for a mess of pottage. Our Torius of 
Union had been broken and robrokon, 
and our trusted Ministers had boon al- 
most ovorwhehnod w ith obluquv. .Vttouipts 
had hueu nuido by the Dominion (iovorn- 
mont to stir up local jealousies in our 
midst, which was like a father Hooking to 
make trouble betwoeu his children. Hef 
absolved the Government from any de- 
sire to barter away the rights of the Pro- 
vince, and said that Mr. Walkem had re- 
sisted blandishments and oiVors and stood 
to-day among them a poorer man than 
> when ho took oflico. Ho extolled tho 
Chief Gommissiouor for his course witli 
respect to the drydoek, and hoped ho 
would remain long enough in ofhceto see 
it completed. This meeting waa called 
for the purpose of endorsing tho policy 
of the Governmont with respect to the 
drydoek and taking over the money due 
as by Canada. 

HON. BOBT. BBAYEN 

■Was first colled on. He assured the meet- 
ing that ho felt deeply the kindj remarks 
tho Chairman had made couQorning him, 
but said he had only discharged his duty 
for which bo needed no thanks. Ho call- 
ed on the elector.H to unito as one man 
aad stand shoulder to shoulder with 
thoaa who wonld work for the interests of 
this Province. He trusted the people 
would support the Government in carry- 
ing through the work to a snccessfal is- 
sue. The Kail way was a matter of vital 
importance to tho Province, and ho 
thought the Dominion Governmont 
should be called on to carry out tho terms 
as arranged by Lord Carnarvon. Tho 
railway had not been commenced as 
agreed, and the snrveys were not vigor- 
ously pushed. He advocated the exten- 
sion of time for the construotion of tho 
railway as being productive of more good 
to the Province than if it wore built in a 
hurry. He regretted to say that owing 
to the doubting policy of tho Canadian 
Government British Columbia waa the 
most discontented Province in the Do 
minion. Tho speaker next referred to tho 
financial policy of the Government, and 
claimed that the taking of tho money 
from Canada was a wiso one, as it enabled 
them to build the drydoek and undertake 
other important works. Ho next referred 
to the Edgar and the Walkoni Missions, 
and said that if tho Government bad not 
asked Edgar for his cr«;dential8 they de- 
served to be spumed from ofllee. Ho 
trusted that tho lesson then receiv- 
ed would teach him never 
again to come into a hospitable commu- 
nity and sow dissensions. Allowing for 
argument's sake that Mr. Walkem'.s mis- 
sion was not II BucooHS with respect to tlio 
Railway, yot he got £'20,000 additional 
for tho dry dock which entitled him to 
the thanks of this country. We were 
about to have a general election In this 
Province and he wished to say that Mr. 
Mackenzie bad boon told at the begin- 
ning of last Bossiou that tho Govornmont 
would not be sustained bocauso tho Is- 
land Railway was not jiopular. They 
were sustained by a majority of 5 in a 
House of 25, and bo believed that the 
ooantry would snstain the 'Qovernment at 
the approaohing election. He asked tho 
people to give him a vote at tho polls, 
next wook. 

In reply to Mr. Thos. Harris Mr. Boa- 
ven said that tho Government had not 
yet received any disjiatchos with rospoot 
to now terms; but the contents of certain 
dispatches depended very much on tho 
result of the general election. 

HON. j.vMKB Titnini.K 
Wasrcccivcd with troniondotis applause. 
He Bflid became to endorse the viinvs of 
the Government on the Railway and Dry 
Dock, and to assist them in carrying out 
tho policy with rospoet to those nmtt.ir^. 
Ho feared the (^iinaiiian (u>vcriiinent 
would not build t'-o road without press- 
ing. He would say to tho Home (iovern- 
ment, place us in the same po.silioii wo 
were in before and we will treat with 
Canada. Our moral power with jlO.OOO or 
12,000 people and the Crown Ooveruiuont 
to back us was greater than Canada with 
4,000,000 of jioo])!;!. He was in favor of 
horrmnbiij moncij /rnm (.'(intula lo ctirri/ out 
the public irorls u-Uh n rhjiil of juiyi-nj it 
back (Ujiiin. [ A laugh aiul elieer.-i. j He 
asked ttio ])eo)ile to sii|))ioi t him at tho 
polls and retired al■.Ii(l^^l lood eheeriiig. 

Jill. KIlllioN Dl;i K 

Wo8 well received by the meeting. He 
said he took the applause to mean an 
endorsement of his political career. Ho 
bad always votod with the (iov(nnment 
and had votod to provent tlio (tovonnnenl 
of the Proviiiot! lulling into tlio hands (d' 
men utterly iiujouipetent to niaiia(;o iU 
afToirs, Ho claimed that the policy of 
the Government was a progressive one. 
Thoyhad desired to give tho Mnokonzio 
Government an opportiinily to keep faith 
with tho Dominion, luid had boon slaii- 
dored and villiod l)y men who to-day 



were enjoying the rewards of their treach- 
ery. He had once heard of a man who 

was detected in the act of stealing the 
oats from his own horse, but that man 
was a gentleman ooraparod with soino 
men who, wheu Mr. AValkom was fight- 
ing tlio buttles of this country, were do- 
nouuoing him as ready to aoll the coun- 
try. I A voice in the audience hero call- 
ed out that Mr. Duck was "a Government 
pensioner."] The Government had got 
thoir oyos well open and we should 
support them. [A voice — To let you got 
a portfolio. | Wo might bo physically 
weak, but we were morally strong, and 
if tho Canadian Government would not 
carry out their ngrcomont with us ho 
would vote to pass a resolution asking 
tho riomo Government to permit us to 
withdraw from the Union. Ha for one 
preferred an honorable death to a life 
of luxury and dishonor. While ho ap- 
[iroved of the present and past policy of 
tho Govorniuout ho would not pledge 
himself to support Us policy iu tho fu- 
ture. [Cheers. J 

MK. JAMES W. DOtJOLAB 

Was next called on, Ho said he had not 
tho prosuLiption to supposj) ho could 
throw much light on the political situa- 
tion; but ho had boon taught at school that 
good roads and bridges were the main 
object.'^ iu a country, be it old or new. 
Ho wished to see the overland railway 
pushed on, would take a lump sum of- 
f(U(>d iu lien of tho drydook guaraiiten, 
and would assist the eauso of free educa- 
tion and all other boiielicial mea.suros. 

MB. liOIlEItr WILIiIAMS 

Said on tho railway question bo would 
sujjport tho Crovorninont.IIo was one with 
them. Ho was also in accord with thi-ui 
on tho dry doek iineBtioii. If the govi'rii- 
mont should go on drawing from (Auiada 
sums without any speeitie understanding, 
he was against them. Ho urged u reform 
in the jury system of the province by 
which loss hardship would be inflicted 
on tlio jurors. Ho was iu favoi' of free 
education and, amid roars of laughter, 
said it was iinpt)rhiiit lhat tho electors 
should understand that ho would support 
tho government on tho three points, auil 
with a groat show of humor, advhsed them 
that as his name would bo the last on the 
ballot, to put a black mark opposite it. 

■ .MR. A. C. ELI.,roTT 

was rocoivod with groat chooring.Ho said 
that it was only an hour ago that be was 
made aware that anyone except these 

who called the meeting would bo allowed 
to speak to-night. Ho wonh] su[)port 
any set of men who would stand against 
tho common enemy which, ho regretted 
to say, was Canada. (Cheers.) Wo 
wore tho victims of violated treaties and 
wo had to BOO those treatios curried out 
or know tho reason why. If Canada 
still refused to do her duty wo had 
Great Britnin still to appeal to bocauDO 
we had never given over our allegiance 
to tho Queen. No Ministry would bo 
worthy of public support that 
did not make our afTairs with Ca- 
nada their first study. The Kailway 
and nothing else was what wo wont into 
Coufodcration for... (Cheers.) If elected 
he should give his support to this Gov-' 
ornnioni , so long as they did their duty 
by this country. No sane man can help 
seeing tho necessity of building the dock, 
and aocc))ting a sum of mouoy in lieu of 
tho drydoek guarantee. But he would 
object to Jho borj;owing oT money from 
Caini(!ra7"wTth wbpin" wo wore about to 
l igve a law iftHiL.....liYhp would borrow 
money froim a man with whom he wiis 
aCOul tu havu_a lawsuit ? [Hear. ] Ho 
wSUld ratlrfr pay G per cent, iu England 
for money than aecejit anything from 
Canada at this time. The peojile ought 
to bo consulted before money is drawn 
-no matter how popular or how much con- 
lidenco may bo reposed in the Govorn- 
mont (cheers). \It elected ho would bend 
bis-energies to'l^w and jury reform and 
to reducing the expenses to which small 
suitors are put (cheers) . It was the duty 
of the Crown and not suitors to pay sher- 
ilVs. Tho education system was extolled , 
and Mr. I'Mliott concluded by saying that 
ho had been a public servant for 15 or 10 
yeaiB and if any man could jnit his hand 
on one act of his that was unworthy of a 
man he would r(>tiro from the canvass 
immediately. [Great applau.so. | 

Mil. THOMAS UAIims 

Thanked tho gentlenien of tho committee 
for the kind invitation given him to ad- 
dress them. If thought worthy of being 
sent to the House he would never give • 

silent vote. He should support this Gov- 
ernment as hnig as they did right. They 
liad ])assed Bomu Acts that ho could not 
a|ipr<)vo of, and many that ho could and did 
kiiprovo of (cheers). He applauded tho 
tiovernuiont for tiiisir action respecting 
the dry dock. Tho Railway was necessa- 
ry for the practical oonsammation of 
Contederotion. Our Premier went to 
England and came back exclaiming, 
"Now gentlemen, we'll have tho rail- 
way." What came of it? Wo had 
hoard nothing . of it since. Ho 
would ojion up the country and build 
a road to every man's door. Mr. Duck 
talks of seceding, but how can wo secede? 
If we go on and borrow money from Ca- 
nada wo would never get out in tho 
world. He would advocate tho omploy- 
mont of white labor on all i)ublic works 
and encourage men v.dio came into tho 
coniitry to settle. Wo wanted -no morn 
Mongolians iu this country taking tho 
publio'money out of it. Ho would make 
roads e7erywhere through tho country, 
Ijeeauso tho country could not prosper 
witiiout agriculture. If they found him 
worthy and elected him to the next Houso 
ho should be thanlcful. Hu would never 
give any govm-iuneut a factions ojiiiosi- 
tion, and he was afraid there had lieen a 
factious opposition shown to tho Cana- 
dian ( lovi>iniiioiit. Bjforo leaving tho 
,ilatforni he asked Mr. Heaven to give him 
a sf raiglittorward answer to his (inestiuii, 
"Wore any fiirtlior negotiations going on 
for a further relaxation of tho terms of 
union V" In conclusion ho asked tho 
electors to place him kt tho head of tho 
poll.

HOK. T. B. HUUPBBEV8 TO THE ELEOTORB 
OF BAANICII. 

Gentlemen. — An impudent and un 
truthful ■ atatomont appeared in tho 
Standard of the ith inst. in regard to 
my mission to tho Mainland. 

The facts are briefly those. In conse- 
quence of an attempt hy the present gov- 
ernment to alter the "Terms of Union" 
without the consent of tho peojdo, aud 
tho unfortunate callapse of negotiations 
with Canada, a society called tho "Terms 
of Union Preservation League," was 
founded in the city of 'Victoria for tho 
purpose of watching and guarding onr 
treaty obligations, as against any antici- 
pated violations either by our own or 
tho Dominion Oovornment. 

A resolution was passed by that society 
declaring it expedient that a committee 
bo appointed to framo a jjotitiou to Her 
Majesty the Queen praying that tho 
Terms of Union bo carried out in thoir 
integrity, and that justice be done to 
British Columbia, and that such petition 
be submittod to a public meeting for 
ratification, and forwarded to the Imper- 
ial Governmont. I was an executive 
member of that society, and concurred 
iu the matter of the petition. 

Mr. Walkem anticipated the action of 
the public mooting, and announced his 
intontion to visit England to petition tho 
t^ucon. Tho pronounced intention and 
petition of Mr. Walkem is identieal with 
tho potition and action of tho league. 
In fact Mr. Walkom's course, was indicat- 
ed by and taken from the Terms of Un- 
ion Loaguo. I confess that I heard with 
unfeigned pleasure of tho acceptance by 
Mr. Walkem of the policy of the leagEe", 
and of his projected luission to Eng- 
land. A public mooting was hold in tho 
citj of Victoria, and the petition of tho 
Loaguo was carried. I believe unani- 
mously. A resolution was also car- 
ried recommending that similar pe- 
titions should bo submitted to tho peo- 
ple of the Mainland. In my speech at 
that meeting I stated that I was ojjposed 
to Walkom's Ministry and tliat I had oon- 
domnod thounbusiness-liko way in whieh 
oar negotiations had been conducted; 
that I regretted the ruinous position the 
incompetency of tho Government had 
placed us in; but that we had bettor bury 
local issues and join hand in hand on the 
grander question of tho Railway, and our 
claim for England's assistance. I sin- 
cerely wished for Mr. Walkom's success 
ond for England's intervention; with Mr. 
Walkom's hostility to tho Dominion I 
believed it to be our only hope, our only 
chance. Subsequently to the meeting in 
'Victoria and Mr. Walkem's departure for 
England, I was deputed by certain mem- 
bers of tho League to visit tho Mainland. 
My instructio nswore to hold public 
meetings, to endorse the petition of tho 
people of Victoria, and to assure the peo- 
ple of the Mainland of the honesty of 
purpose of the people of tho Island. This 
I did to the best of my power and ability, 
and I challongo tho (rovornmont, the 
Standard or Mr. Walkem to produce any- 
body or auy proof that I did not do so. 
I appeal to thopeoploof Lillooot, in whoso 
district I held public meetings, in con- 
firmation of what I have here stated. I 
lost some of my best political frieqda for 
no other cause than that I supported Mr. 
Walkem's mission. It was then as it is 
now, as dangerous to attempt to bolster 
Mr. Walkom's Government on the Main- 
land as it would to explode a magazine 
in the city of Victoria.

Clinton Correspoudenoe. 

Clintcn, Aug. 30th, 1875. 

Editoe Colonist:— An inquest was hold 
in this town by tho District Coroner on 
the body of Mrs. Wycott on tho 26th Au- 
gust. Thejury summoned were Messrs. 
Boll (foreman), McCully, Chenall, Bohn, 
O'Connor aud Marshall. 

Tho evidence of Mrs. Chenall, tho only 
witness examined, was that about 8 o'clock 
in the morning tho deceased sent for her. 
Deceased was in her bed and complained 
of gre.>t pain in b<)r head; sho took no 
medioine or curative measures; no dan- 
gerous results or doubt of recovery being 
anticipated; about 9 o'clock as alarming 
symptoms set in, other neighbors wens 
sent fur and on arrival found the deceas- 
ed unconscious aud iu a few minutes she 
was no more. 

One of tho jurymen stated his wife and 
himself spent the previous evening with 
Mrs. Wycott, that she was up to the hour 
of 9 o'olpok, when they left for home, 
quite well and in good spirits. 

The jury returned a verdict of "death 
from natural causes." 

Mrs. Wycott was an amiable young 
person of about twenty-two years of ago, 
was married in Canada about throo years 
■iooe and came out with her husband, who 
has been a resident of British Columbia 
since '58. The cause of her death waa 
apoplexy. 

At the timo of tho sad occurrence Mr. 
Wycott was sixty miles away at Dog 
Crooli, whore a messeiig(!r was ilispatohod 
for him. Tho body was buried on Sun- 
day. It is the intention of her sorrowing 
husband to have the remains sent to Can- 
ada. 

Wo understand the District Coroner is 
trying to unravel a mystery. Informa- 
tion was laid by a gontlomau to tho effect 
that some Indian women while walking 
on the banks of tho river Bonaparte dis- 
covered the leg of a human being with a 
V)oot on. Tho bones are from the hip 
joint down perfect. The Indians say it 
is that of a white mon and of recent date, 
and they affirm not many months if weeks 
dead. So far enquiries have failed to 
prove anyone as missinc. Tho Bonaparte 
river is fed by many small creeks thn,t 
have been at their highest known point 
during last spring. Has some poor tra- 
veller boon drowned, or some grave boon 
washed away? Wo might liopo the latter, 
but from the fact men are not buried 
with thoir boots on. Tlio log and boot 
give riso to many horrible aui-miKCs and 
the mystery still remains. No further 
t vi ce of tho other parts of tho body haa 
como to light. We may perhaps be ask- 
ing bye and bye — "Whose skull is thia?"
